Bluefields, W. Va., Dec. 15.—By an 
ex p losion in th e Greeno mine at Ta­ 
coma, Va., twenty -two men were killed 
and 
twenty -six 
entombed. 
Relief 
p arties with ox y gen h elmets and sur­ 
geons’ sup p lies were rush ed to th e 
scene under direction of Dr. J. A. 
Holmes, director of th e bureau of 
mines at Wash ington. Th e ex p losion 
is said to h av e been caused by an ac­ 
cumulation of gas in th e lower levels, 
being set fire to by an op en lamp be­ 
longing to one of th e miners, but th is 
cannot be confirmed. 
Fire broke out in th e mine following 
th e first ex p losion, and frantic efforts 
were made to get some aid to th e im­ 
p risoned men. Th e draft fans at th e 
entrance were sh attered by th e ex p lo­ 
sion, so great was th e force.

Sup erintendent Barrowman with th ree 
mine bosses started down th e sh aft as 
a rescue p arty .
